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Councillors 
to consider 
drones ban 


DRONES and unmanned aircraft 
could be banned from Oswestry’s 
showpiece public park. 

Oswestry Town Council said it is 
considering taking a zero tolerance 
view on the use of the unmanned 
craft in and above the park amid 
fears of an accident or the filming of 
children. 

A report was due to go before last 
night’s (Wednesday) amenities com¬ 
mittee of the town council. 

Retail and events manager David 
Clough says in the report: “Drones 
and unmanned aircraft are increas¬ 
ingly being used for professional ap¬ 
plications such as surveillance and 
data gathering and also for recrea¬ 
tional use. Such aircraft are likely to 
be operated in a way that may pose 
a greater risk to the general public. 

“There is evidence that drones 
have caused incidents in public 
spaces and there is also the potential 
risk of cameras being used over the 
children’s play areas.” 

Mr Clough said a new policy would 
ban the use of drones on Oswestry 
Town Council property and in par¬ 
ticular Cae Glas Park and anyone 
using the aircraft would be asked to 
stop immediately.

STUDENTS’ “life chances” could be significantly harmed if they are 
forced to leave Llanfyllin High School over a row about subsidised 
bus fares, its headteacher has warned. 

Headteacher Mike Jones was speaking this week after a report commissioned 
by the school to find out about the impact paying the full cost of transport 
would have on families found it would affect all students. 

The report is in response to a ruling made earlier this year by Powys County Council 
ordering the school to stop subsidising transport for out-of-catchment students, including 
many from the Oswestry area. Mr Jones said: “It is a cause of significant concern to us, 
that the decision of Powys County Council’s cabinet to require us to fully recover out-of- 
catchment transport costs from September could have such a detrimental impact on our 
students, their families and the wider community that we serve. These effects are aca¬ 
demic, social, cultural and economic. This decision could result in significant reductions to 

the breadth of curriculum that we are able 
to offer and to increased class sizes. 

“Students who are forced to move school, 
will potentially have significant negative 
impact on their life chances, due to differ¬ 
ences between exam specifications and so¬ 
cial upheaval.” 

The row erupted after it was found the 
school had “wrongly” spent half a million 
pounds over five years to subsidise the cost 
of transport for pupils from out-of-catch¬ 
ment areas. The spending breached rules, 
the county council said. The school was told 
to pay back some of the money and told it 
must stop subsidising transport. 

The move has raised fears parents may 
withdraw their children from the school 
because they would not be able to pay the 
full transport cost. Money is being raised 
to fund a legal challenge against the Powys 
County Council ruling and Llanfyllin Town 
Council agreed to donate £500. 

It was announced this week local couple 
Simon and Maggie Baynes have pledged to 
underwrite the costs of mounting a court 
challenge in order to give the community 
time to raise the necessary funds to cover 
the costs. Ruth Weston, chair of the Friends 
of Llanfyllin High School, said: “This will 
allow court action to go ahead without 
delay while contributions are raised from 
the rest of the community, which is really 
important as time is getting short.” 

Powys County Council has agreed to have 
an independently-led review into the cir¬ 
cumstances of the school’s use of delegated 
school funds to subsidise home to school 
transport since 2011. Members of the coun¬ 
cil’s senior management team are due to 
meet with Llanfyllin High School governors 
at the school this evening (Thursday). It is 
thought the report into the review will be 
made public later.

Cheryl's inquest 
conclusion sparks 
public inquiry calls 

A PUBLIC inquiry into allegations of sex¬ 
ual assault and bullying of young recruits 
at Deepcut Barracks could be held follow¬ 
ing the inquest into the death of soldier 
Cheryl James. 

Calls for the inquiry have been made in 
the wake of the suicide verdict at the in¬ 
quest, which left parents Des and Doreen 
James, of Llanymynech, near Oswestry, 
shocked. 

General Lord Dannatt, a former chief 
of the general staff, called for a public in¬ 
quiry after the verdict in which coroner, 
Judge Brian Barker QC, concluded that 
the 18 year old died as a result of suicide. 

Current Army chief, General Sir Nick 
Carter, who apologised unreservedly to 
Mr and Mrs James, said the Army had to 
get to the truth of what happened at the 
barracks. 

He said a public inquiry into Deepcut 
barracks should be held if it is the “best 
method” of getting to the truth. 

Cheryl was found dead from a gunshot 
wound to her head in November 1995 
near the perimeter fence at the Surrey 
barracks. She was one of four recruits to 
die at the barracks in seven years. 

Her parents battled for more than 20 
years to find out the truth about what 
happened to their daughter and were 
praised by the coroner for their determi¬ 
nation for a second inquest, which con¬ 
cluded on Friday last week, to be held.

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Canal tunnel 
closed off in 
murder probe 

POLICE divers closed off Chirk Tun¬ 
nel for two hours in the latest canal 
search that led to a mile-long queue of 
barges, as an historic murder investi¬ 
gation continues. 

Divers closed off the long and dark 
421-metre tunnel on the Llangollen 
Canal, north of the Chirk Aqueduct, 
from around 10am to lunchtime on 
Tuesday. 

The closure led to a long queue of 
barges. Terry Evans, who lives near 
the canal, said: “North Wales Police 
closed off the complete tunnel for two 
hours, all the way from the railway 
station area to the aqueduct. 

“It is a very long tunnel, about a 
quarter-of-a-mile long. I’ve never 
seen so many barges backed up, there 
was ‘no entry’ to the tunnel at all and 
the queue stretched for a mile, all the 
way from the Poacher’s Pocket to the 
tunnel.” Last Thursday the team was 
spotted searching the Chirk Bank 
stretch of the Llangollen Canal. The 
previous week a specialist team was 
called in to work in and around the 
Llangollen Canal at Moreton, north 
of Oswestry. 

It followed an extensive search of a 
smallholding less than a mile away at 
Henlle near Gobowen. North Wales 
Police teams are leading the inves¬ 
tigation after receiving information 
that an unidentified man had been 
murdered and disposed of on the out¬ 
skirts of Wrexham.

LORRIES will be sent on trial 
runs to windfarm sites in Mid 
Wales before large turbine parts 
are delivered along the region’s 
roads, energy bosses have con¬ 
firmed. 

Awel Newydd Cyf and RES have 
issued the assurance to Powys resi¬ 
dents, as well as insisting that the tur¬ 
bine deliveries to Tirgwynt windfarm 
and Garreg Llwyd Hill windfarm will 
not impact on patients travelling for 
emergency treatment to hospital. 

The firms pledged to undertake the trial 
runs in order to put residents’ minds at 
ease and help them identify any problems 
on their routes. 

It comes after Mid Wales health cam¬ 
paigner Joy Jones last week voiced fears 
that convoys transporting wind turbine 
parts for work on the wind farms will cause 
disruption to Mid Wales patients’ journeys 
to hospital. But the developers behind 
these projects have attempted to dispel 
Councillor Jones’s concerns by stressing 
that the convoys will not affect the work 
of the emergency services. The Tirgwynt 
windfarm site lies between Cefn Coch and 
Carno, and Garreg Llwyd Hill windfarm is 
earmarked for Black Mountain between Fe- 
lindre and Llanbadarn Fynydd. 

A joint statement from Awel Newydd Cyf 
and RES said: “Awel Newydd Cyf and RES 
would like to assure communities around 
the Tirgwynt and Garreg Lwyd Hill wind 
farms that turbine deliveries to these sites 
will not impact on the normal operation of 
the emergency services. 

“Safety is our paramount concern, and 
Awel Newydd Cyf and RES are working 
with our contractors, the relevant highway 
authorities, the police and the community 
to ensure this. 

“The convoys carrying the turbine com¬ 
ponents will have a full police escort which 
is there to deal with emergency situations 
and will have the powers to control the 
traffic. 

“The police escort will be in radio contact 
with the emergency services and will en¬ 
sure emergency vehicles get priority. A test 
run will be carried out in a few weeks’ time 
which will enable us to identify any poten¬ 
tial problems on the route to Tirgwynt and 
deal with them well before the deliveries to 
the wind farm begin.” 


A YOUNG cricketer says his dream 
of one day playing county cricket 
could be dashed if he can not raise 
enough funds to carry on his studies 
in Britain. 

Former Oswestry School stu¬ 
dent Vansh Bajaj, 19, from New 
Delhi, who has already been hailed 
a potential top player, is currently 
studying at Ellesmere College on 
a cricket scholarship and plays for 
Whitchurch Cricket Club. 

He has been offered places as 
three universities with links to the 
Marylebone Cricket Club set up. 
But, as an overseas student he now 
needs to find tens of thousands of 


pounds to fund his education.Two 
years ago he arrived in Shropshire 
with a scholarship as a cricket ex¬ 
change student at Oswestry School. 

“I scored more than 250 runs for 
Oswestry School and took more 
than 25 wickets in just 10 games,” 
he said. 

“In the same year I played for a 
local club, Ellesmere Cricket Club’s 
first team, and scored 500 runs, 
taking 40 wickets and bowling 128 
overs in 15 games in the Shropshire 
Cricket League. 

“I also played for Oswestry 
Cricket Club’s first team in the 
Salop Leisure T20 competition, 


which the team won.” After a win¬ 
ning game against Ellesmere Col¬ 
lege the college offered him a 100 
per cent cricket scholarship. 

He added: ““It is because of the 
generosity and charitable nature 
of schools such as Oswestry School 
and Ellesmere College that I have 
been able to follow my dreams so 
far. My life’s ambition is to become 
a professional cricketer, which I will 
achieve through playing at an MCC 
university.To be able to continue on 
my career path, I need to fund my 
three-year period at university. “

Best care is 
focus amid 
a&e debate 

GIVING residents access to the best 
healthcare and working closely with neigh¬ 
bouring towns will be among Welshpool’s 
new mayor’s main goals during his time in 
office. 

Mayor Steve Kaye said one of his big¬ 
gest aims was to ensure residents were 
properly consulted and given access to the 
best possible healthcare. He said: “I have 
no political basis on this whatsoever, it 
isn’t about that. This is very serious and 
people need to be sure that they can get 
emergency treatment straight away but 
people need to be sure of the facts. I want 
to make everyone knows what’s going on.” 
Councillor Kaye said although he hoped a 
countywide emergency unit was eventually 
based in Shrewsbury, if one of the county’s 
A&E departments had to close as part of 
the Future Fit plans, it was important peo¬ 
ple listened to all the facts. 

He also stressed the need to work with 
neighbouring towns and villages going for¬ 
ward. He said: “I want to make sure that 
other districts know that we are on their 
side. Welshpool will provide any help it can 
with other towns and villages. 

“It’s all for the greater good and impor¬ 
tant we’re all linked up.” 

Councillor Kaye said cracking down on 
anti-social behaviour in the town was an¬ 
other priority. 

He said a meeting with the region’s po¬ 
lice and crime commissioner, Dafydd Lly- 
welyn, had been arranged which he hoped 
would offer some solutions. 


residents do too - and it isn’t just Oswestry 
residents. There’s those in the surrounding 
parishes as well as patients in Mid Wales 
towns such as Newtown and Welshpool.” 

Councillor Milner started the petition 
after the board of Shrewsbury & Telford 
Hospital NHS Trust unanimously voted 
in support of plans to create a single emer¬ 
gency centre to serve Shropshire and Mid 
Wales at a meeting in April. 

Councillor Milner said he believed that 
emergency centre should be based in 
Shrewsbury as it is the most central loca¬ 
tion. 

But hospital consultants based in the 
county have in recent days argued it is 
more important to get people cared for by 
specialists rather than focusing on where 
that care is provided. 

“Shrewsbury is the most central location 
to the areas it serves, and it would be easier 
for those living in Telford to get to Shrews¬ 
bury than it would be for north Shropshire 
and Powys residents to get to Telford,” 
Councillor Milner said. 

“We live in a more rural area where our 
transport links aren’t as good as those in 
Telford. 

“I also wonder what happens to those pa¬ 
tients who are discharged who live in north 
Shropshire or Powys with poor transport 
links and who have no family to get them 
home.” 

Councillor Milner said he feared if 
Shrewsbury lost its A&E, North Shrop¬ 
shire residents would travel over the bor¬ 
der to Wrexham Maelor Hospital to use 
their A&E, one which he said is currently 
“over-capacity”. 

Residents have until Friday next week to 
sign Councillor Milner’s petition before he 
presents it to Shropshire Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group. 

The petition is available at newsagents, 
pubs and centres around Oswestry includ¬ 
ing the Co-ops in Victoria Road and Castle 
Street, Lawrences Direct, The Oswestrian, 
Park Avenue Stores, and The Centre in 
Oak Street.

Castle will 
not stage 
rally event 

A RALLY event which attracts thousands 
of people to a castle near the Shropshire 
border will not return this year. 

Chirk Castle near Oswestry will miss out 
on staging the RallyFest event as part of 
this year’s Wales Rally GB. 

Instead the event, which has attracted 
thousands of spectators each year to the 
region, will be held over the border in Eng¬ 
land. 

Organisers of the Dayinsure Wales Rally 
GB brought forward its event for 2016 to 
coincide with the Oswestry half term hol¬ 
iday. 

But the National Trust said this would 
clash with a Halloween event at Chirk Cas¬ 
tle. 

RallyFest will now be held at Cholmon- 
deley Castle in Cheshire. 

Cholmondeley is already well known 
to motoring and motor sport enthusiasts 
thanks to its annual Power and Speed fes¬ 
tival and organisers say it was an obvious 
choice. 

A National Trust spokesman said: “Our 
Halloween events are big events and go 
on throughout the half term week and we 
wouldn’t be able to accommodate both.” 

The event begins on the evening of Oc¬ 
tober 27 in Colwyn Bay, with the winners 
crowned in Llandudno on the Sunday af¬ 
ternoon. 

Friday and Saturday will see special 
stages of the popular rally held in the for¬ 
ests of Mid Wales. 


is due to be held later this year to discuss 
the next stage in the process. 

Speaking at the Oswestry and Border 
Chronicle’s Business Club last week, Coun¬ 
cillor Pate said he backed in principle the 
town pursuing BID status. 

He said: “BID is a good idea if it provides 
a clear vision of how Oswestry should be in 
the future. We at Shropshire Council would 
take it very seriously. It could be a really 
good thing for Oswestry.” 

Councillor Pate said Shropshire Council 
had powers to take action against landlords 
who don’t look after their properties in the 
town centre. 

A large concrete block recently fell from a 
retail property in Cross Street in the town, 
narrowly missing shoppers and raising 
fears that some buildings were not being 
maintained properly. 

Councillor Pate said it was down to the 
owners to maintain the properties. And he 
warned that owners could be taken to court 
and forced to carry out the repairs. 

He said: “We do have powers to take 
them to the magistrates courts. We do take 
it very seriously.” 

During the meeting, Councillor Pate reit¬ 
erated warnings that the town’s library and 
leisure centre were under threat of closure 
because of the tough financial situation 
Shropshire Council faced. 

He said because the library also served as 
a community hub it had “extra protection” 
from closure but said both the library and 
the leisure centre would close unless other 
people came forward to run them. 

The councillor said the unitary authority 
was in talks with town and parish councils 
and voluntary bodies to find a way to keep 
libraries and leisure centres open. 

But he warned: “We simply don’t have 
the money to do it. If the money is not 
there, the money is not there.” 

And the councillor revealed that he would 
have shut down Shropshire Council’s failed 
private ip&e business two years earlier if he 
had the chance. 


YOUNGSTERS who use a popular play 
area and woodland are being urged to enjoy 
the area - but take their rubbish and waste 
home with them. 

Broadlands Way community space was 
built as a buffer between the Oswestry by¬ 
pass and homes in Eastern Oswestry, its 
wooded areas a haven for local wildlife and 
a countryside area for walkers and runners. 

Play areas created along the wildlife cor¬ 
ridor are popular with families and children 
of all ages. 

But volunteers who look after the open 
space, a designated Fields in Trust area, 
say is it being spoilt by rubbish constantly 
being left there. 

Gwyneth Tipton from the Broadlands 
Way community space association said: “An 


extensive play area meanders through the 
woodland allowing children to develop their 
own imagination for natural play. The play 
area leads to a football pitch which offers 
visitors space to run about playing games 
or picnicking. 

“The site is also very popular with dog 
walkers who utilise the circular tarmac 
path which runs through and connects with 
neighbouring areas of greenspace.” 

She said it was good to see the area so 
well used but said the litter was becoming 
a real problem. 

“It is great to see children and young peo¬ 
ple here enjoying the area, playing football 
or using the play area. But we would just 
urge them to bag their litter up and take 
it home.”

Cheryl's parents tell of 
sadness at inquest ruling 


An inquest on teenage 
Army recruit Cheryl James 
has concluded. SUE AUSTIN 
reports on the reaction 

THE parents of soldier Cher¬ 
yl James have spoken of their 
sadness after a coroner ruled 
their teenage daughter’s death 
at Deepcut Barracks more than 
20 years ago was suicide. 

Des and Doreen James were vis¬ 
ibly shocked by the verdict, which 
was delivered at Woking Coroner’s 
Court last week after a five-hour 
narrative was delivered by coroner 
Brian Barker QC. 

It marked the end of years of cam¬ 
paigning fighting for justice in their 
18-year-old daughter’s name after an in¬ 
quest held shortly after her death from 
a gunshot wound at the Army barracks 
in Surrey in November 1995 recorded an 
open verdict. 

Cheryl’s family, who live in Llanymy- 
nech, near Oswestry, received an apology 
on behalf of the Ministry of Defence from 
Brigadier John Donnelly, the Army’s 
head of personal services, for the Army’s 
failures in duty of care which had been 
criticised by the coroner. The apology 
was also extended to the parents of three 
other young soldiers found dead at Deep- 
cut. 

Surrey Police said they accepted “mis¬ 
takes were made” in the original inves¬ 
tigation into Cheryl’s death. But they 
insisted her death has now been the 
subject of a thorough investigation. Mr 
Barker said the sexually charged and mi- 
sogynistic atmosphere at the barracks in 
Surrey in the 1990s had been unaccept¬ 
able and said their had been a lack of care 
of its young trainees. 

Speaking on the steps of the court

after Friday’s verdict, Mr James said: 
“Deepcut was a toxic and horrible en¬ 
vironment for a young woman and we 
have no doubt that this would have had 
a terrible impact on those that were 
required to live in it. We are deeply 
saddened by the coroner’s conclusions 
having sat through all of the evidence 
ourselves and listened carefully to every 
word. We were prepared to follow the 
evidence wherever it led, and in our 
opinion, it did not lead to this verdict.” 

The coroner said that Cheryl’s legacy 
in her “short and shining life” was the 
complete re-evaluation of the proper 
care of valued young people who wished 
to train and serve their country. 

He was particularly critical of the pol¬ 
icy at Deepcut of having lone trainees 
on guard duty with a weapon an ammu¬ 
nition. Not only had this been against 
Army law for women trainees it was a 


dangerous thing for any trainee. “There 
have been wholesale changes over the 
past 20 years,” Mr Barker said. “Guard 
duty is no long conducted by trainees 
and Ofsted now scrutinises army train¬ 
ing. Since 1995 the unacceptably high 
rate of suicide in the armed forces has 
reduced from twice the national rate to 
lower than society at large.” 

But he said the Army had still not 
tackled the issue of sexualised behav¬ 
iour and levels of sexual harassment 
remained unacceptably high. 

Mr James said: “The evidence as a 
whole has revealed a brutal and mor¬ 
ally chaotic environment, particularly 
for young women.” 

He also criticised Surrey Police and 
accused them of having worked to “un¬ 
ashamedly pursue a suicide verdict”. 

He said: “Any evidence that would 
tend to suggest a cause of death other 


than suicide was ignored or undermined; 
anything that would tend to suggest su¬ 
icide actively pursued.” 

And he said the “profound failures” 
by the force’s inadequate investigation 
at the time of his daughter’s death “in 
many ways explain why we are still here 
20 years later”. 

Mr James said: “Whatever actually 
happened in that final hour of Cheryl’s 
life, we may never know. 

“What we do know is that if she had 
not been ordered to guard the gate 
armed and alone, she would still be alive 
today.” 

Following the verdict, Detective Su¬ 
perintendent Adam Hibbert of Surrey 
Police said: “The death of Ms James has 
been a tragic loss of a young woman’s 
life, and we recognise that this has been 
compounded for her family and friends 
as a result of the way her death was sub¬ 
sequently investigated. Surrey Police 
has long accepted that mistakes were 
made in this investigation. The force 
should have maintained primacy for it, 
and has previously apologised to the 
family for those errors. We would like to 
reiterate those apologies.” 

Since the conclusion of the inquest, 
it has emerged the family of murdered 
schoolgirl Milly Dowler contacted Cher¬ 
yl’s father following suggesting that 
he had distracted Surrey Police from 
searching for the young girl’s killer. 

Mr James, said such unpleasant ques¬ 
tioning during his evidence to the 30 day 
inquest into his daughter Cheryl’s death 
had been immensely upsetting. 

Receiving a letter from Milly Dowl¬ 
er’s grandmother expressing her own 
disgust at the claims, Mr James said he 
was touched by her response. 

Mr James said questioning from Sur¬ 
rey Police’s legal counsel, John Beggs 
QC, while he was giving evidence had 
been extraordinary. 

“My wife and I were made to feel as 
though we were on trial and we felt as 
though our family was undermined at 
every opportunity,” he said.

Late last month I met the Sec¬ 
retary of State for Culture, Media 
and Sport, John Whittingdale 
MP, to discuss two of the most 
pressing issues in North Shrop¬ 
shire, the lack of available broad¬ 
band and the appalling, deterio¬ 
rating mobile phone coverage. 

Individual operators and Of- 
com have long claimed that both 
service and coverage are im¬ 
proving. 

The Secretary of State and his 
team were surprised when I told 
them emphatically that coverage 
was actively deteriorating. 

I made it clear that there are 
problems even trying to maintain 
a connection, let alone using 3G 
and 4G. 

The Secretary of State out¬ 
lined the Government’s plan to 
fix this. Ofcom are gathering 
data, including accurately dis¬ 
playing consumers’ coverage. 

This will help consumers to 
make better informed choic¬ 
es when choosing an operator, 
incentivising competition and 
inducing providers to invest in 
improving and broadening their 
coverage. 

The height of telephone masts 
will rise to 25 metres in non-pro- 
tected areas and reach up to 20 
metres in protected areas, mark¬ 
edly improving coverage, espe¬ 
cially in hilly areas. 

There is overwhelming appe¬ 
tite for reform of the Electron¬ 
ic Communications Code. The 
current Code, despite minor up¬ 
dates made in 2003, is over 30 
years old and is no longer fit to 
meet the needs of digital tech¬ 
nology in the 21st Century. 

We also discussed broad¬ 
band. Currently there is a Univer¬ 
sal Service Commitment in place 
to guarantee speeds of 2 Mbps 
(megabits per second). 

This speed, as my constitu¬ 
ents know, is not fast enough to 
keep up with the modern econ¬ 
omy when businesses demand 
fast and secure access to the 
cloud, social media and video 
calls. 

The Universal Service Com¬ 
mitment’s aim was to provide 
benefits to rural areas, in par¬ 
ticular, rural businesses whose 
competitiveness often depends 
on effective communications. 

There will be a new Universal 
Service Obligation included in 
the upcoming Digital Economy 
Bill. 

This will include the legal 
right to request a connection to 
broadband with speeds of 10 
Mbps, no matter where you live, 
by the end of the current Parlia¬ 
ment in 2020. 

In the meantime I look forward 
to working with the Government 
as the Digital Economy Bill pro¬ 
gresses. I will also keep pressing 
for the updating of the Electronic 
Communications Code in order 
to ensure that North Shropshire 
benefits from efficient broad¬ 
band and mobile coverage.

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CAN I APPLY TO THE COURT FOR MY GRANDSON TO LIVE 
WITH ME INSTEAD OF HIS FATHER? 

Q: My daughter passed away suddenly last year and since then my 10-year old grandson has lived with his father, who is stressed out with work and keeps 
losing his temper with the boy. My grandson regularly asks me if he can come and live with me. Can I apply to the Court for an Order and if so, at what age will 
they take the child’s views into account? 

A: A grandparent or other relative cannot automatically apply to the Court for an Order concerning a child without first applying for leave or permission to make 
such an application. The Court would consider the nature of the application, your connection to the child and whether the application would disrupt the child’s life 
in any harmful way. As the application itself would not harm the child you would probably be given permission to apply for the Order. The Court would then take 
into account the child’s ascertainable wishes and feelings, together with factors surrounding his welfare, as set out in the ‘Welfare checklist’. There is no set age 
that a child can make their own decisions. Much will depend on the particular circumstances of the case. 

Prior to making an application to the Court you would, however, have to attempt mediation. It would therefore be advisable to try and discuss the issues with the 
boy’s father and reach agreement. Family mediation may assist in this and could prevent litigation via the Family Court, which would just add to everyone’s distress 
at what has clearly been a very difficult time. That said, if you feel your grandson is being placed at risk in his father’s care, it may well be in his immediate best 
interests to be removed from the situation. You should contact a family lawyer to discuss these issues more fully.

Partnerships 
can help find 
an answer to 
migrant crisis 

IMMIGRATION is clearly one of the big 
themes in the debate about the EU ref¬ 
erendum. But if we’re to do anything 
about the real problems and their causes, 
we need to be clear about the facts. 

First, we should recognise that some¬ 
thing like six million Brits exercise their 
right to live abroad. Almost two million of 
them live in Europe - similar to the num¬ 
ber of EU nationals who live and work in 
the UK. Over half the immigration to this 
country comes from outside the EU - from 
Syria, Pakistan, Afghanistan and parts 
of Africa from which people are fleeing 
for their lives. And interestingly the first 
group of migrants sent back from Greece 
to Turkey were, two Syrians and the rest 
from Pakistan - more to do with the Brit¬ 
ish Commonwealth and nothing to do with 
the EU. 

The best way to reduce this kind of mi¬ 
gration is to work as a leading member of 
a powerful partnership such as the EU to 
find long term solutions to the problems 
of poverty, conflict and instability which 
make refugees of millions of desperate 
people.

Actually, it will make it easier, because 
if the UK leaves the EU, why on earth 
would the French continue to prevent 
them from crossing the channel? The 
French will send the problem on to Dover 
and Folkestone.

Council warns 
about scammers 

SCAMMERS promising thousands of 
pounds in council tax repayment are 
cold calling across Shropshire, council 
chiefs have warned. 

Residents are being told to be aware 
of the scam. 

Victims are being told that they 
have been in the wrong tax band for 
some years and that they are due a 
refund. They are urged to give their 
bank account details so that they can 
take £155 for administration. 

Gillian Denning of Shropshire 
Council’s public protection team said: 
“Scams can come in many forms, from 
promises to receive money in the post, 
to being invited to give bank details 
over the phone. 

“Awareness of potential scams 
is the key to clamping down on the 
problem. 

“Anyone can contact Shropshire 
Council via 0345 678 9000 about a 
scam, or their local Citizen Advice 
Bureau.” 

“In general, if something sounds too 
good to be true, it usually is a scam,” 
she added. 

Victim's Charter 
is now launched 

NEW West Mercia police and crime 
commissioner John Campion has 
started work on delivering one of his 
key election pledges. 

The new Victim’s Charter will make 
it clear exactly what support and 
services people across West Mercia, 
which includes Shropshire, can expect 
should they become a victim of crime.

Hospital winning the 
battle against superbug

THE MRSA superbug appears to 
be a thing of the past at Oswest¬ 
ry Orthopaedic Hospital which 
has been given a clean bill of 
health for the infection for the 
past decade. 

Bev Tabernacle, the hospital’s direc¬ 
tor of nursing, told its board of direc¬ 
tors that the latest infection, preven¬ 
tion control and cleanliness report had 
been “fantastic” - apart from surgical 
site infections which are down but not 
what they were previously. 

The report showed there were no cases of 
MRSA assigned to the hospital in 2015/16 
and there were no cases of post-72 hour C. 
difficile infection, against a target of two 
cases. 

There have been no cases of hospital-ac¬ 
quired MRSA since 2006 and only two cases 
of C. Difficile during the year. 

However Ms Tabernacle said the NHS 
Foundation Trust reported a slight in¬ 
crease in surgical site infection rates. 

She said: “This is a brilliant report and 
lots of trusts will be envious of us, we have 
no cases of MRSA. 

“We did have a spike in April and June 
last year in spinal surgical site infections 
(21) which we suspect was linked to the 
new build and from work undertaken 
within these areas but this was not conclu¬ 
sive. 

“We were concerned to see this and it is 
one of our main themes of work. 

“We compare favourably to others but we 
need to make sure infection rates are as low 
as they can be. 

“We have a fantastic cleaning team and 
we know how hard they work on a daily 
basis. 

“We have a timely and proactive response 
to any issues.”

Changes to 
market 'to 
breathe new 
life to area' 

BRINGING market stalls into 
Oswestry town centre will breathe 
life back into the area. 

That is the claim of mayor of 
Oswestry Councillor Paul Milner, 
who said the rebranded artisan mar¬ 
ket was one of a number of initiatives 
aimed at attracting more people into 
the town. 

A seven-month trial will start in 
July that will see some of the stalls 
for the newly-named artisan market 
set up down Bailey Street as well as 
on Bailey Head, the traditional mar¬ 
ket square. The success of the scheme 
will be looked at in December. 

The artisan market will take the 
place of Oswestry Farmers Market, 
which has been held on the last Fri¬ 
day of every month since 1999. 

It was set up to give farmers and 
local growers the chance to sell their 
produce directly to the public and be¬ 
came a popular addition to the mar¬ 
kets calendar. 

But markets manager David Clough 
said that it was now being rebranded 
to let shoppers know that it offered 
more than food. 

Councillor Milner said the author¬ 
ity had agreed to take over street 
trading consents from Shropshire 
Council. 

He said: “We have agreed to the 
devolvement of street trading to the 
town council for the town centre, with 
the aim being to increase the viability 
and vitality of the town centre and to 
assist in the promotion of local events 
to encourage footfall. 

“We want to strategically place a 
number of stalls in Bailey Street to act 
as a conduit between the town centre 
and the market. 

“It will help to lead people up Bai¬ 
ley Street to the outdoor and indoor 
markets. 

“We hope that this can boost not 
only the market but also footfall to 
the shops in general.”

metal thefts

MORE than 1,000 metal thefts have 
taken place in Shropshire and Telford 
over the last four years. 

Police say the figures, which show 
two thirds of incidents took place in 
Shropshire, are falling and work is on¬ 
going to clamp down on metal dealers. 

Figures show West Mercia Police 
dealt with a total of 642 metal thefts 
in Shropshire since 2012. 

A further 382 were dealt with in 
Telford & Wrekin. 

Inspector Rob Thomas, safer neigh¬ 
bourhood team inspector in Shrop¬ 
shire, said: “West Mercia Police target 
offenders and works to reduce metal 
theft crime across the region. 

“The nature of this crime often 
targets homes, businesses, churches, 
schools and substations, causing dis¬ 
ruption to services and an impact to 
the local community, not to mention 
the cost of repairs. Recent legislation 
introduced has assisted police in that 
those that collect metal door to door 
need to be registered with their local 
council. Regular checks are made on 
scrap metal dealers and road side 
checks with council partners from 
trading standards and public protec¬ 
tion are set to check those carrying 
scr ap metals.” _

Powys County Council has con¬ 
firmed that following an exploratory 
meeting with an inspector appointed 
by Welsh Government to examine 
its Local Development Plan, further 
work is needed on the plan which will 
guide new development in the county 
up until 2026. The council has agreed 
to an extension to the deadline so that 
additional work can be carried out. It 
has been agreed that the basis of the 
plan is such that only areas of fur¬ 
ther work relating to housing viabil¬ 
ity, delivery of housing numbers and 
gypsy and traveller accommodation is 
required. Councillor Avril York, cabi¬ 
net member for planning policy, said: 
“It is a policy for the long term and it 
important that we get it right for the 
future.” 

Smoking levels 
drop, says survey 

THE percentage of smokers in Wales 
is at a record low but many adults 
are eating and drinking too much, a 
survey of the nation’s health has re¬ 
vealed. 

The Welsh Health Survey shows 
that 19 per cent of adults reported 
they currently smoke - down from 
26 per cent in 2003/4. However, the 
results show that many Welsh adults 
eat and drink too much and are not 
getting enough exercise - ignoring the 
health warnings. 

Other key results show 40 per cent 
of adults reported drinking above the 
recommended guidelines on at least 
one day in the past week - including 
24 per cent who reported binge drink¬ 
ing. 

A total of 13,700 adults and 2,600 
children took part in the survey.

They will join the impressive air show 
schedule, along with the mighty RAF Ty¬ 
phoon, The Battle of Britain Memorial 
Flight, which is more sedate in the sky and 
the slick, Team Raven. 

The world’s only aerobatic forma¬ 
tion wing-walking team, the Breitling 
Wing-Walkers, will be strolling around 
the skies with daring old-fashioned acts of 
bravery and, for the first time, the air show 
will have an Axis aircraft from WW2 - a 
Messerschmitt BF109, the infamous front¬ 
line fighter weapon of the Luftwaffe. 

It was part of a huge fleet of former 
World War Two craft assembled for the 
1968 film The Battle of Britain. 

Jamie Brownfield, duty officer for Welsh¬ 
pool Airport, said: “We are thrilled that the 
Red Arrows are returning to the air show, 
they really pull the people in, they love 
them. 

“They are a great British institution. 

“The time of the fly past will be con¬ 
firmed nearer the time.”

Starting with the simplest, here are two 
step-by-step guides to brilliant braids. 

THE MODEL MOHICAN 

Katie Allan, creative manager at Charles 
Worthington, explains how to create the bold 
Mohican braid as seen on model Jessica Hart 
at the Met Gala. 

1. Start by blow-drying your hair, ensur¬ 
ing you work away from the face with no stiff 


partings. Don’t blow-dry too much product in 
either, as this will make it harder to section. 

2. Begin your braid in the middle of the 
forehead as a normal plait, and gradually add 
a piece from either side to the centre section, 
staying tight to the scalp. 

3. Secure with elastic when you reach the 
end, then use pins to secure the braid closer 
to your scalp.

THE FIGURE OF EIGHT 
Kieron Fowles, creative director at Super¬ 
cuts, demonstrates how to re-create an on- 
trend figure of eight braid: 

1. Start by applying TIGI Bed Head After 
Party to wet hair, to create a solid foundation 
and shine before blow-drying. 

2. Create a strong side parting and comb 
hair around to the side of the head. Secure the 


hair with elastic just below the ear. 

3. Split the hair into three sections, with two 
thicker ones on the outside and a thinner one 
in the centre. Take one of the side sections and 
cross it over the central section and back, re¬ 
peating on the opposite side to create a figure 
of eight. 

4. Continue the braid technique down half 
the length of the hair and secure with elastic at 
the bottom, before carefully cutting the elastic 
at the top to loosen the hair.

SEAT’S latest Ibiza has clear¬ 
ly been launched to attract the 
younger market where connec¬ 
tivity is a high priority. 

The Ibiza is SEAT’S most successful 
model, with more than five million sold 
globally over the last 30 years and with 
an average buyer age of 43, the Ibiza 
has an exceptionally young customer 
base - with its share of young female 
buyers well above average. 

So it was a no-brainer for SEAT designers 
to load the latest Ibiza with every bit of new 
technology they could throw at it. Today’s 
young driver needs to keep in touch so the 
Spanish brand has gone up-market with its 
“Easy Connect” infotainment system. The 
new media and satellite navigation systems 
have been enhanced with the MirrorLink 
function called DriveApp, providing seam¬ 
less smartphone integration. 

MirrorLink, Android Auto and Apple Car- 
Play connection between Easy Connect 
means that Ibiza drivers are always con¬ 
nected, whatever smartphone they use. 
That means the driver is able to retain full 
concentration on the road. 


It’s all a bit confusing for the more senior 
drivers like myself but clearly suits the de¬ 
mands of the Ibiza target audience as sales 
continue to grow. 

Ibiza has always been a fun choice, bene- 
fitting from nimble handling and stylish looks 
and the latest improvements make it an ap¬ 
pealing choice in the supermini sector. 

Outwardly the new model hasn’t changed 
a great deal, but when you remember it’s de¬ 
sign was influenced by Lamborghini you can 
see why there was little need for change. The 
biggest changes are inside and underneath 
where the suspension has been tweaked. 

Available in three and five door formats 
the Ibiza rivals Peugeot 208 and Ford Fies¬ 
ta, is badged as a Sports Coupe and comes 
with a choice of six trim levels. Ibiza now 
comes with a line-up of petrol and diesel 
engines sourced from the wider VW Group. 
A new batch of 1.0-litre three-cylinder petrol 
engines has been added, while the 1.4-litre 
diesels now claim even stronger efficiency. 

I put the SC FR 1.2 TSi 110 six speed man¬ 
ual through its paces and was impressed by 
a top speed of 122mph and 0-62mph in just 
9.1 seconds, 54.3mpg and C02 levels of 
119g/km - very competitive figures. 

Driving position is excellent, with all the 
seat adjustment you need, and very little 
body roll to report thanks to the improved

suspension and quick steering system. 

The test car had a base price of £14,485 
but metallic red paint, a sound system, an 
infotainment upgrade, Sat/Nav, rear park¬ 
ing sensors, ambient lighting and climate 
control took the bill up to £16,495, but that 
still means the Ibiza is competitively priced. 

The FR model gets electric door mirrors. 
A twin exhaust system, exclusive front and 
rear bumpers, a stunning flat-bottomed 
steering wheel, rain sensing wipers, auto 


headlights, steering wheel mounted gear¬ 
shift paddles and stands proudly on 16inch 
alloy wheels. 

There’s all the safety equipment you 
would expect too with driver and front seat 
passenger front and side airbags, tyre 
pressure monitoring and a multi-collision 
braking system. 

SEAT may claim to have a big propor¬ 
tion of female Ibiza owners but believe me 
this latest arrival is not just for the girls.

AFTER a terrific win the week 
before, Oswestry turned in 
their most disappointing dis¬ 
play of the season as they 
crashed to a six-wicket defeat 
against Halesowen in the Bir¬ 
mingham League division two.

The Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust (SaTH) has produced the Strategic Outline Case (SOC) for its Sustainable Services Programme, which will feed into NHS 
Future Fit. This describes potential solutions to the challenges of Accident & Emergency and Critical Care provision in Shropshire, Telford & Wrekin and mid Wales. The

ne of Shropshire's 
A&E departments 
must close, that is the views 
of leading A&E consultants 
at The Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust. 

Mr Subramanian Kumaran, 
Consultant and Clinical Director for 
Emergency Medicine, and Dr Adrian 
Marsh, Consultant and Clinical Lead 
for Emergency Medicine, said: "We 
know that having all the services a 
patient requires on the same site 
improves the care delivered to that 
patient and the clinical outcome. 
We already send patients with 
major injuries or who have had 


heart attacks to Royal Stoke 
University Hospital. These patients 
have a lower risk of dying and an 
increased quality of life after being 
discharged. Within SaTH we have 
already concentrated emergency 
surgery onto one site in Shrewsbury 
and this has led to better outcomes. 
We now have a death rate below 
the national average. Acute stroke 
services are on one site in Telford 
and again this has improved the 
care and quality of life for patients 
who have suffered a stroke. 
Concentrating the paediatric 
inpatients at one site in Telford has 
increased our ability to recruit and 
retain high quality medical staff 
which is better for our patients. 


We acknowledge concerns about 
the increased transport time for 
patients. However, whilst getting a 
patient to hospital quickly is 
important, it's more important that 
patients are seen in the right place, 
by the right person. A bigger more 
specialist site will mean more high 
quality staff, meaning patients can 
be seen by the right person much 
more quickly. 

It's all very well saying that we 
should employ more people at our 
sites, but the fact is our Emergency 
Departments are not attractive 
because they are small, with staff 
preferring to work in bigger state-of 
-the-art units. A single but larger 
Emergency Centre will help us to 


recruit. 

At present the majority of patients 
who present to our Emergency 
Departments (A&E) do not actually 
need to be seen there and would 
be equally well treated in an Urgent 
Care Centre/Minor Injury Centre 
(e.g. cuts, fractures, stiches etc), 
which would remain at both sites if 
the SOC moves forward to Outline 
and then Full Business Case as we 
hope. People would be seen, 
diagnosed and treated with local 
follow-up arrange if required. The 
staff would be employed by SaTH 
and would be supervised, trained 
and rotated with the Emergency 
Centre.

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In 2014/15 over 115,000 patients arrived at 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital A&E 
departments believing they needed immediate 
access to health care. The majority of these 
patients (about 75,000) were not in need of 
life-saving intervention and therefore could be 
more appropriately seen in an Urgent Care 
Centre. 

The plan is to have two Urban Urgent Care 
Centres (UCC)—one at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital and one at the Princess Royal Hospital 
in Telford. They would be easy to access and 
visible to patients, with drop-off points outside, 
similar to the current A&Es. The UCCs would be 
open 24 hours a day, 7 days a week, 365 days a 
year. 

Plans for a network of Rural Urgent Care 
Services are also being developed. 

The UCCs within the local health system would 
provide safe and effective care for patients 
requiring urgent, but not life or limb threatening 
emergency care. They would provide

The proposals would ensure that a high quality 
service is provided on both sites for the majority 
of patients who don't need 
treatment in an A&E and 
the remaining patients 
would be cared for in 
an Emergency Centre.

Trust to ensure there is always one of our own 
senior doctors present 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week to deliver care compared to the 
current situation of locum 
doctors more frequently 
delivering the care. 

This model would also help to keep 

services in the area rather 
than moved to the bigger 
centres in Stoke or 
Wolverhampton. In addition, it 
would allow the Trust to be at the 
forefront of medical research which it cannot 
currently do with the present configuration.

• Local access - the majority of patients will still receive 
their urgent care at their local hospital through Urgent 
Care Centres based at The Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
and the Princess Royal Hospital in Telford - for 
fractures and stitches etc. 

• For the remaining patients, although their journey may 
be longer, when they get to the new specialist 
Emergency Department they won't be waiting for 
specialist staff to be called in to see them - they will be 
there providing 24/7 cover.

Evidence not anecdote 

• Despite an increased travel time for some we've seen better 
outcomes for patients in areas which have already been centralised 
such as Paediatrics, Stroke services and Emergency Surgery. 

• Paediatrics: We have seen considerable strengthening of consultant- 
led speciality practice meaning fewer children travel out of the county 
for care. Stroke: We are seeing more stroke patients but, with earlier 
intervention and preventative measures, we are seeing a drop in the 
severity of strokes. Surgery: there is now always the right consultant 
free to provide emergency care, which leads to much safer services. 

• The Royal College of Emergency Medicine recently launched their 
STEP campaign, supporting the aim of having safe and sustainable 
staffing levels. Two small Emergency Departments struggle to recruit 
specialist doctors. With one Emergency Department we will have 
sufficient staff to provide expert care when required. 

• When Burnley's A&E became an Urgent Care Centre with emergency 
patients taken to Blackburn, an independent review, ordered by the 
Government, showed that mortality in Burnley fell. The report 

concluded "the centralisation of some services to 
Blackburn was appropriate' and 'improved the quality of 
care for patients'.

"One Emergency Department doesn't mean worse 
access to healthcare. In fact, it would mean greater 
■ H access to the right people in the right place at the 

right time. This is better for our patients. 

We need to be brave and we need to look at ways of 
providing the best care for our patients in a sustainable way in the long¬ 
term. This isn't about what is right or easy for us. And it's not only about 
what is good for our communities today. This is a long-term plan which is 
about providing the best care for our children and our children's 
children. The SOC is a further step forwards towards the development of 
better health services for Shropshire, Telford & Wrekin and mid Wales. 

I have seen at first-hand the benefits that consolidating services can 
bring. In emergency surgery - which was consolidated on the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital site in 2012 - we now have a team of 11 surgeons 
who specialise in abdominal surgery. There is always 
one consultant free from all other activities to provide 
emergency care for our patients. The result has 
been a thriving large department of surgery with 
improved outcomes. 

I believe that by co-locating key services in an 
Emergency Centre, we will be able to provide safer, 
better care for patients who are seriously ill or injured. Developing a 
separate Diagnostic and Treatment Centre on the other site will allow us 
to provide better care for patients having planned surgery with an 
improved patient experience and a reduced chance of cancellations. 
There is much more work to do as we refine our thinking and further 
develop these plans; I feel it is a positive start that will help to provide 
the best care possible for our patients whilst resolving some of the issues 
we face. 

The easiest thing in the world would be to do nothing. That would be 
dangerous. These plans are about ensuring patients now and in the 
future have the best access to the best medical staff in the best place 
when they need it, and I fully support that move."
